Closing Of Smoking Area 


Mere than one quarter of the students 
and teachers at Andover High School are 
askin; for the reinstatement of the stu- 
dent smoking section at the Shawsheen 
Road senior high. 

A combination of reasons including an 
increase in drug use in the smoking area, 
phone calls from parents and the suspen 
sion of four students from school for drug 
offenses led Acting Principal Stephen C 
Richardson to tell students the 14-year- 
old smoking area would be turned into 
recreational space for use by all stu 
dents 

Unti! March 4 students had been allo. 
ed to smoke in the area between the high 
school and the gymnasium. Richardson's 
announcement to the students last month 
followed the decision he reached along 
with Superintendent Kenneth R. Seifert 
and Assistant Superintendent Leslie G 
Loomis. The three men also consulted 
high school Assistant Principal Will Hix- 
on and Acting Assistant Principal Timo- 
thy Thomas before closing the smoking 
area

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New Deacon Ordained In 


Special Ceremony At Church

Christ Church got a new deacon Mon- 
day evening in a special ceremony, de- 
parting from usual Episcopal practice 

Andrew C. Hamersley’s ordination 
was a combination of external and inter- 
nal experiences. Some of the thoughts 
that have since flooded his mind are 
hard to put into words as the new deacon 
tries to explain how this new role has 
changed his life. 

The affection and the loving support of 
family, friends and church members was 
evident Monday as 350 persons lined the 
pews of the Central Street church. There, 
too, was a spiritual transformation that 
Hamersley likens to trying to explain 


how it feels to be married or what he 
imagines the feelings of childbirth to be. 

I think anyone would be changed by 
it,”’ he simply says, in his characteristi- 
cally understated style. 

It has taken the 31-year-old Red Spring 
Road resident five years to get to this 
point in his religious life. A graduate of 
the Episcopal Divinity Senool, in Cam- 
bridge, where he was recognized for spe- 
cial competency in biblical studies when 
he received his master’s degree in divini- 
ty, Hamersley and his wife, Rosamond 
‘‘Rozzy’’ Hooper-Hamersley, came to 
Andover last May when he was named 
curate at Christ Church.

The meeting will close with discussion 
of a private proposal to transfer control 
of 96 acres of town-owned land on Cross 
Street away from the selectmen/school 
committee (legal opinions seem to 
diverge on which board does in fact con- 
trol the land) and to the conservation 
commission 


Article 82 has been proposed by a 
group of West Andover residents who 
fear development of that land, which was 
recently discussed as one possible site 
for a recreation center and ice rink. 


Town officials would like to retain con- 
trol of at least part of the property, ex- 
plaining that it may one day be needed 
as the site of a new school.

ernment should have a hand in,”’ Belle 
Isle said. “If you are going to close the 
smoking area it should extend to the tea- 
ching adults in the schools. Why aren't 
teachers being forced not to smoke in 
school for their own good?” 

Robb was critical of the students’ re- 
sponse to the adminstrative decision, 
saying they neglected to suggest what 
they could do to solve the problem of 
drug use in the smoking area. 

‘Propose ideas and policy suggestions 
to the high school administration,” he 
suggested. To the question of legality of 
the decision, Robb said he was unaware 
of court decisions setting a precedent in 
such a situation. 

The students took the first steps to cre- 
ate alternatives to the decision yesterday 
morning when those who attended the 
School Committee meeting met with 
Richardson and Seifert. Richardson told 
THE TOWNSMAN he and the superin- 
tendent talked with the students about 
discussing the smeking decision with stu- 
dents and members of the student gov- 
ernment. 

Although Richardson conceded Tues- 
day night’s discussion was mostly neg- 
ative, he is convinced that good will 
come out of the closing of the smoking 
area.

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Low Voter Turnout Causes 
Anxious Moments In Election

Three newcomers to town politics gave 
School Committee incumbent Susan 
Poore a few nervous minutes Monday 
night, as the first returns from the an- 
nual town election came in at town of- 
fices on Bartlet Street. 

The race between the four school can- 
didates remained claustrophobic to the 
finish, when Poore won re-election with 
25 percent of the total vote, and David 
Birnbach won a vacant seat on the com- 
mittee — and became the most popular 
candidate — with 26 percent. 

In the only race on Monday’s ballot, 
winners Birnbach, with 852 votes, and 
Poore, with 839 votes, barely edged past 
June Blake of 25 Chester St. at 816 votes 
(25 percent), and Sean Gresh of 5 Pat- 
ricia Circle at 753 votes (23 percent). 

Former selectman Poore, of 85 Osgood 
St., now starts her second three-year 
term on the school committee, while 24- 
year-old Birnbach, of 2 Bellevue Road, 
takes up his first elective office. He’ll fill 
a vacancy left by Robert Smith, who did 
not run for re-election after serving one 
three-year term. 

As the final results were posted at 
town offices at around 8:50 p.m. Monday 
(less than an hour after the polls closed), 
Poore congratulated Gresh on his strong 
showing. (Birnbach and Blake were not 
on hand at that moment.) She noted that 
newcomers to the town, like Gresh, are 
often at a disadvantage with Andover 
voters. 

Apparently in a philosophical mood, 
Gresh, a writer, commented, “I'll be 
able to finish my book faster.” 

The rest of the ballot offered no sur- 
prises — and little incentive for voters to 
come to the polls — with a lineup of unop- 
posed candidates. 

Incumbent William Dalton of 9 Old 
South Lane will return to the Board of 
Selectmen for a second three-year term. 
He’ll be joined by John Scileppi of 27 
School St., who ran unopposed for the 
seat left vacant by Norma Gammon 

Dalton earned 1,149 votes, 56 percent of 
the total, while Scileppi won 1,132 votes, 
or 43 percent 

James Doherty of 9 Juniper Road will 
wield the gavel as town meeting modera- 
tor once again next week, after winning 
1,491 votes. He was also unopposed for 
that one-year office 

Gerald Grasso of 61 Arthur Road will 
represent Andover for the next three 
years on the Greater Lawrence Regional! 
Vocational Schoo! Committee; he won 1, 
498 votes in his uncontested run 

Richard Savrann of 11 Sheridan Road 
was returned to the Andover Housing Au- 
thority for another five-year term, while 
Ronald Hajj of 22 Enmore St. will serve 
the last year of the late Thomas Eldred’s 
five-year term. (Hajj was appointed to 
the housing authority vacancy last year 
by the selectmen 

Savrann was given 1,327 votes and 
Hajj, 1,326 

Finally, five candidates were elected 
to five three-year seats as Trustees of 
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Punchard Free School: incumbents Ear! 
Efinger of 5 Iceland Road (1,188 votes), 
Joan Lewis of 12 Elysian Drive (1,245 
votes) and John Petty of 10 Talbot Road 
(1,146 votes), who will serve along with 
new members Robert Finlayson of 39 Ab- 


bot St. (1,160 votes) and Frederick 
Pease, Jr. of 9 Stinson Road (1,157 
votes ) 


Computerized ballot-counting provided 
a few minutes of drama for the small 
group of candidates and friends who 
gathered at town offices Monday night, 
as the votes were tallied precinct by pre- 
cinct.

Let’s insure Democracy 


Andover’s annual exercise in what has been 
termed the purest form of democracy- - -town 
meeting- - -gets underway Monday night at the 
Collins Center. 

There is little doubt that a quorum can be ob- 
tained and held throughout the session which 
could last three nights. The warrant is appropri- 
ately drawn up in such a manner as to keep the 
interest of the various groups in need of attention 
on either spending or zoning issues. 

That the system is true demoracy in its finest 
form is hardly arguable. It remains today as it 
was when created by the founding fathers, gov- 
ernment by the people of the community gather- 
ing to determine their municipal costs and 
control problems dealing with their community. 

But times have changed since the farmers 
came into town on Saturday morning to vote, sit 
down for lunch at the church or the Grange, then 
resolve the town’s problems at town meeting in 
the afternoon. 

Now there are 15,000 eligible voters who could 
sally forth on the warrant in Andover, if they so 

desired. Of course the attendance will be far 
short of that figwre when the moderator gavels 
the session to order on Monday night. 

But those who are in attendance will have the 
opportunity of upsetting the Democratic process, 
as has happened in the past. 

Certain groups with particular interests, get 
together and trade off proposals to insure the 


e 


passage or defeat of certain articles, which is not 
always in the best interest of the community. 

This year, there is a new and particularly 
strong group which will be making their voice 
heard at town meeting, namely the West Andover 
Neighborhood Association. 

While the group does have personal concerns 
about their neighborhood and the growth which 
continues to take place there, it would seem more 
beneficial to the town for the group to consider 
issues as they relate to the growth of Andover as 
a whole and not confined simply to their neigh- 
borhood. 

Naturally, to avoid a domination of the meeting 
by a single group, a good attendance from all 
sectors of the town would be beneficial. Hopeful- 
ly, such will be the case and when various spend- 
ing and zoning issues are ultimately decided the 
vote will be representative of community action. 

That town meeting is pure democracy will be 
emphasized by the annual appearance of such 
speakers as John Doyle, who through this system 
is allowed to get some matters off his chest 
through the simple insertion of items in the war- 
rant by petition. 

But, this is the way Andover is governed, and 
as long as it continues to be the system, towns- 
people should exercise their right to determine 
the town’s destiny by taking the few hours a year 
required to make it work in a Democratic fash- 
ion. Insure democracy by your attendance.

Postal Lines 


Can Be Remedied 


To The Editor Of The TOWNSMAN: 

I wish to comment on portions of Mr. Nick 
Varitamo’s Opinion letter in the March 14, 1985, 
issue of the TOWNSMAN. I feel that his letter 
did not address two certain practices at the post 
office which I believe are responsible for some 
of the complaints he responds to. 

Virtually anyone whom I know can attest to 
the long lines at the post office building on Main ~ 
Street. Mr. Varitamos points out that all busi- -~ 
nesses have similar problems during peak peri- 
ods. He is correct. If I am at Barcelos, directly 
across the street from the post office building, 
when the lines at the cash registers become un- 
reasonably long, something familiar happens. 
An additional cashier comes to the front of the 
store so that people will not be inconvenienced. I 
have found in my travels that Barcelos enjoys 
ng monopoly on this practice of adding cashiers 
during peak periods—virtually every business 
with multiple registers uses it. When a business 
allows its customers to check out quickly, it en- 
hances its reputation. Witness the Zayre depart- 
ment store advertisements stressing the ease of 
checkout there. 

Unfortunately, the Andover post office seems 
not to have learned of this conveneient business 
practice. I have lived in Andover for almost 14 
years. Only once have I ever seen the second 
window at the Andover Post Office opened for 
business. When that happened, the line was so 
long that it extended outside, through the swing- 
ing doors—I do not have to expound on how in- 
anely those doors are set up—and let cold air 
rush inside. At all other times, regardless of the 
number of people in line, two clerks have been 
attending to customers. 

I do not blame the rank-and-file of Mr. Varita- 
mos’ union for the practice of limiting the num- 
ber of window clerks, because I have found the 
same thing happening in New Haven, where I 
attend college. There lines do not extend outside 
during the busiest periods, merely because the 
windows are farther from the exit. Alas, in New 
Haven, as well as in Andover, the second win- 
dow is almost never used. 

Because I maintain two addresses, one here in 
Andover and one in New Haven, and because I 
want to get my mail at my current address, I 
make frequent use of temporary mail forward- 
ing. Current post office policy, it seems, is to 
print on each forwarding ticker the message 
‘‘Inform sender of new address.”’ I do not wish 
to inconveneience the post office by having it 
forward my mail, but I believe that it is easier 
for all parties concerned to have the post office 
forward the six pieces of mail I get over spring 
break than for it to send about 30 change of ad- 
dress cards when I go home and 30 more when I 
return 

I can overlook the nasty messages that the 
forwarding computer prints on my mail. What I 
resent is that it decided not to forward anything 
in January when I moved back to New Haven 
after winter break. Because there was a pre- 
vious (expired, no less) forwarding order on file, 
it would not forward any more mail to my New 
Haven address. Such a forwarding snafu is 
bound to occur, if not to me, then to someone 
else, because post office policy does not consider 
customers’ needs seriously enough.

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Close School Board Race 
Ends A Friendly Campaign 


The lead changed five times as the 
votes were tallied, precinct by precinct, 
in the race for two seats on the School 
Committee. But when David Birnbach 
pulled ahead after the Precinct Six list 
was posted Monday night in the Town 
Hall, he never lost the lead that won him 
first place and a seat on the school 
board. 

Incumbent Susan T. Poore was a close 
second in the race, finishing only 13 votes 
behind Birnbach. (See chart, elsewhere 
this issue.) She returns to her second 
term on the committee, her fourth in 
town politics. Poore, 43, was philosoph- 
ical about her second-place finish, saying 
on Monday night that she believed her 
nine years in the public spotlight would 
count for something when it came time 
for residents to cast their votes in the 
race that saw her competing against 
three newcomers to Andover politics. Be- 
fore her three-year stint on, the school 
board, Poore was a two-jerm selectman. 

June Blake was third in the race, with 
23 votes separating her from Poore. She 
has questioned the ballot used, which she 
charged was misaligned (see story else- 
where this issue) but has decided against 
filing a formal protest. Sean Gresh was 
last in the four-person race, garnering 63 
votes less than Blake. 

The 24eyear-old Birnbach, who origi- 
nally speculated that his youth would be 
a handicap, said he turned that around, 
using it to his advantage. 

“Tt helped me,” said an elated Birn- 
bach at Town Hall on Monday evening. 
“T convinced people that it helped me 
more than it hurt me. People said ‘let’s 
give the kid a shot.’ ”’ 

Birnbach recruited a handful of high 
schoolers he knew from his tennis teach- 
ing days at the Indian Ridge Country 
Club to help him campaign. And his 
meetings with former teachers through- 
out the school system helped win him 
support, he said. He tops the list of 
spenders in the campaign, which cost 
him just over $1,500. The other three can- 
didates estimated the race would cost 
them each $500 or less. 

As he stood around Town Hall on Mon- 
day evening Birnbach’s hard day of cam- 
paigning in the day’s cold wind showed 


on his chapped face. His smile never 


faded as he shook hands with some of 
Andover’s more experienced politicians 
at Town Hall who were on hand to watch 
the posting of the votes. 

The most important issue of the cam- 
paign, according to Poore, was a recur- 
ring message from Andover residents 
that the School Committee isn’t respon-

sive enough to the townspeople. She 
called it a ‘“‘gap’’ within the community, 
and pledged to address the issue as she 
returns to the board. 

School Committee Chairman Donald 
W. Robb denied that charge, saying that 
similar charges are made in each elec- 
tion. 

“It is an easy thing to say,’’ Robb told 
THE TOWNSMAN “I’ve heard it before. 
In instances where we haven’t been re- 
sponsive I want to hear about it.” 

Robb said it was important that deci- 
sions within the schools follow the estab- 
lished chain of command, not starting at 
the School Committee, but ending there 
if a problem cannot otherwise be re- 
sovled. 

All of the School Committee candidates 
remarked on the ‘friendliness’ of the 
campaign, which saw an unusual num- 
ber of candidates’ nights, some which 
Gresh set up at the town’s schools and 
others before established groups who in- 
vited the four candidates to address eur- 
rent issues. 

Poore characterized the weeks and 
months leading up to Monday’s election 
as unusual for an Andover campaign. 
Blake called the contest a ‘‘good, friend- 
ly and clean campaign.” 

And if cooperation outside of the high 
school on election day was any indication 
of how close this group of opponents be- 
came, Blake was correct in her assess- 
ment of the campaign. With Gresh and 
Birnbach shivering as the cold winds 
buffeted them about, Blake’s campaign 
staff gave hats to the two men. 

And at parties following the posting of 
results on Monday evening the candi- 
dates invited each other to their homes 
or meeting places to celebrate. 

The two losers in the contest have dif- 
ferent ideas about another run for the 
committee next year when Donald W 
Robb and Richard E. Neal’s positions 
are up for grabs. Gresh said he would be 


open to another challenge, adding that he 
would campaign harder for a Schoel

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Dalton Sets His Goals

The next chairman of the Board of Se- 
lectmen has his goals for the coming 
year clearly in view. 

William Dalton, re-elected Monday to 
a second three-year term on the board, 
said Tuesday that he expected to be 
named chairman tonight, during a se- 
lectmen’s meeting scheduled for 7 p.m. 
at town offices on Bartlet Street 

The chairman, he explained, holds ‘‘a 
key position on a board of equals. Some- 
one has got to take the ball, and the 
chairman is the one who gets to set the 
agenda, who is communicated with by 
the town manager.”’ 

Dalton said he looked forward to be- 
coming that key figure during his second 
term, and had little doubt his colleagues 
would elect him to succeed current 
Chairman Donn Byrne tonight. (‘It’s my 
turn,”’ he explained. ) 


His priorities for the next fiscal year 
which begins July 1) start with the recy 
cling of old Town Hall, which has been 
left all but vacant on Main Street for 
more than a year. 

‘We're going to have a plan in mind, 
and perhaps have it implemented, by the 
end of the fiscal year,”’ he said. 

That plan will probably include the 
renovation of the second floor into a 
‘“‘medium-sized’’ meeting hall, Dalton 
said, while the ground floor may be reno- 
vated to accommodate Andover Histori- 
cal Society exhibits, as well as a variety 
of ‘‘arts and crafts’’ organizations 

Meanwhile, the selectman’s ‘‘personal 
agenda”’ includes a search for solutions 
to the long-standing Ballardvale traffic 
problem, created largely by Lowell

ees who work in nearby towns, as well as 
Andover itself. ‘‘And its growth affects 
everyone.” 

Developing a master plan to govern 
that growth will be one of his highest 
priorities. ‘‘As well as we can, we've got 
to define a plan for the future devel- 
opment of Andover. I'd like to get started 
addressing the issues of growth and de- 
velopment — the sooner the better.”’

Dedicated recyclers will have a shorter trip 
starting next week to the end of their drive 
ways, instead of to the downtown drop-off center 
that’s been in use for nearly a year 

Beginning Monday, April 1, Andover Recy 
cling, Inc. will resume curbside pick-up of news- 
papers only (not glass). Graham-Bernier of 
Malden has been contracted to begin the pick-up 
service 

With construction about to begin at the park- 
ing lot in front of Park Street Village ‘please see 
story elsewhere in this edition), Andover Recy- 
cling will remove the walk-in collection bin 
that’s been located there since last May, when 
the group began its search for a new contractor 

The bin will be removed next Friday, April 5 


Town Manager Kenneth Mahony yesterda) 
praised the all-volunteer recycling group — par- 
ticularly members Cynthia Hollenbeck and Tina 
Girdwood for maintaining local interest in 
recycling paper and glass during the past 11 
months. 

They have held this thing together and kept 
this project going for us,”’ he said. 

Recycling will take on new importance this 
year, the manager noted, as, Andover joins the 
New England Solid Waste consortium, trucking 
its refuse to NESWC’s new North Andover plant 

The town will be charged by the ton to dispose 
of its refuse at the plant, he explained, so recy- 
cling reduces the tonnage and thus reduces the 
town’s costs. Moreover, the town makes money 
on the materials it recycles. 

Mahony said he was ‘“‘amazed’’ by how faith- 


ful Andover’s recyclers have been during the 
past several months. 

According to Hollenbeck, up to 70 percent of 
those who used to recycle glass and newspapers 
at curbside continued to recycle at the drop-off 
center. As many as 90 to 60 percent used the bin 
even during the worst winter weather, she said. 

The recycling group has determined that glass 
pick-up is ‘“‘not economically feasible,’ and has 
no plans for recycling glass at this time. 

However, some sort of glass recycling may be 
resumed in the future, Hollenbeck said, possibly 
in the form of monthly glass drives. 

The contractor will follow the same schedule 
as the current trash collection, collecting news- 
papers every other week. 

The first week will begin next Monday, April 
1, but the next recycling week will begin Tues- 
day, April 16, due to the April 15 Patriots’ Day 
holiday. The next recycling week will begin 
Monday, April 29. 

Andover Recycling advises townspeople to 
place their newspapers and magazines outside 
by 7 a.m. on trash day. The papers should be 
double-bagged or securely tied; corrugated car- 
dboard should be flattened and tied. Some pa- 
pers should not be recycled, Hollenbeck notes, 
including shoe, cereal, detergent, diaper and 
pizza boxes. 

The recycling group expects townspeople to 
see some delays during the first few weeks of 


the new collection service. They are optimistic, 


however, that the convenience of curbside pick- 
ups will inspire more citizens to participate in 


the recycling effort

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Contruction Of New Parking 
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Lot Set To Begin Monday 


After a year-long delay, the $1.2 mil- 
lion reconstruction of two downtown 
parking lots will begin next Monday, 
April 1, Town Manager Kenneth Mahony 
announced yesterday. 

The lot located behind old Town Hall 
will be redesigned to include 92 parking 
spaces, while the lot in front of Park 
Street Village (formerly the Heartland 
Jr. grocery store) will include 153 
spaces, for a total of 245 parking spaces 
in the Park Street/Barnard Street/Bart- 
let Street area. 

The contract for the work has been 
awarded to Tro-Con Corp. of Woburn. 
With a bid of $458,000, the Woburn firm 
was low bidder among six contractors 
who bid on the project. Bids were opened 
March 12. 

Tro-Con is expected to begin working 
on the larger lot next Monday, Mahony 
told the TOWNSMAN, and to finish the 
project before the end of June (in 70 cal- 
endar days). 

A $600,000 state grant awarded to the 
town in 1983 under the state Office of Ad- 
ministration and Finance off-street park- 
ing program will cover half the total cost 
of the project, according to town planner 
Nancy Jeton. 

Some of those funds have already been 
spent on designs and plans for the two 
parking lots, Jeton noted. 

Plans drawn by Merrimack Engi- 
neering Services of Andover call for re- 
grading and repaving the two lots with 
blacktop, as well as adding painted lines, 
curbs, lights, trees and shrubbery — and 
parking meters. 


Town officials hope the meters will 
keep all-day parkers out of the lots, while 
serving the customers of downtown 
stores and businesses. 

The smaller Town Hall lot will include 
two-hour meters, Mahony said, while 25 
percent of the larger Park Street lot will 
consist of four-hour meters. (The four- 
hour meters will line the Rogers Brook 
side of the lot, he said.) 


The two lots will not be linked by a 
brick-walked pedestrian mall as origi- 
nally planned, the manager said: They 
will be separated by Bartlet Street, 
which will remain open to two-way traf- 
fic. 

Park Street will continue to be one-way 
off Main Street and Barnard Sireet will 
continue to be one-way towards Main 
Street, as they are now.

Olympic Village developer Arthu: 
Kalogianis is in the bad graces of the 
Andover Planning Board once again, an 
is in danger of receiving a stop-work 
order next Monday for possible viola 
tions of his subdivision approval. 

The board has also set the wheels in 
motion for potentially rescinding their 
1981 approval of the subdivision, which is 
located between Woburn and River 
streets. 

Stephen Colyer of the Community De- 
velopment and Planning staff Tuesday 
night reported to the planners that dur- 
ing a visit to the construction site Tues- 
day, he saw a “huge excavation’”’ that 
was being used as a dump for the con- 
struction site and is now filling with wa- 
ter. 

Although no lot lines were marked off 
on the site, Colyer said he believed that 
the excavation was located ‘‘probably 
eighty percent” in the subdivision’s per- 
manent open space, which will eventual- 
ly be deeded to the town. 

According to the terms of the planning 
board’s subdivision approval, that open 
space was to remain in its natural state. 

The board voted unanimously to autho- 
rize Colyer to stop work on the site next 
Monday morning if he finds that the ex- 
cavation is located in the open space, or 
if the developer has failed to mark the lot 
lines. 

If Kalogianis is found in violation of his 
subdivision approval, all work at the site 
will be stopped until the excavation is 
cleaned out and filled in, they explained. 

The board has issued the Olympic Vil- 
lage developer at least one stop-work or- 
der in the past, after finding him in 
violation of their approval.

Reject 


Rezoning 


By Sue Aucella Deacon 


In unanimous agreement, the Planning 
Board Tuesday night voted to recom- 
mend that voters disapprove four down- 
town rezoning articles that will be 
presented to town meeting next week. 

The planners indicated that they want 
to plan for the orderly expansion of the 
Central Business District (CBD) during 
the coming year — and could not support 
parcel-by-parcel rezoning that might see 
the business district ‘creeping further 
and further’ into residential neighbor- 
hoods. 

The board will recommend disappro- 
val of the following articles, each pri- 
vately proposed: 

Article 72 — to rezone four residential 
parcels on Elm Street from Single Resi- 
dence A to General Business; proposed 
by North Andover funeral director John 
Caron, who hopes to open a funeral 
homes on one of the parcels, 42-44 Elm 

Article 73 — to rezone 6 Punchard 
Ave., a four-unit apartment house, from 
SRA to GB for use as offices; the prop- 
erty is owned*by Clifford and Douglas 
Howe, Jr. 

Article 74 — to rezone 72 Park St. from 
SRA to GB for an unspecified use; the 
land is owned by Daniel and Claire Mo- 
rin 

Article 75 — to rezone 12 Bartlet St., 
owned by Marion Colgate, from SRA to 
GB; the real estate firm of J.B. Doherty 
Associates would buy the site and remod- 
el it as offices. 

Board members appéared most sym- 
pathetic to the Colgate proposal, because 
that site is located across from the cur- 
rent Doherty offices and King’s Subs, 
and next to the town parking lot at Park 
Street Village. 

But to move the business zone across 
the street would simply force it upon 
Chestnut Street neighbors, Chairman 
Margaret Bradshaw explained, and the 
business district would ‘‘keep creeping 
further and further out”’ into residential 
neighborhoods until ‘the whole area 
around the park (would be) lost.’’ 

The planners also cited their desire to 
maintain moderate-income housing in 
town, and the need to determine how 
many downtown offices remain vacant, 
as among their reasons for opposing the 
four articles. Bradshaw said she was not 
convinced that Andover needs more of- 
fices. 

‘Nobody’s demonstrated to me what 
benefits there are to the town”’ in any of 
the proposals, the chairman commented. 

The board emphasized that they will 
develop a plan for the future of the down- 
town business district before 1986 annua! 
town meeting. Planner Paul Curley rec- 
ommended that the four private propo- 
sals be deferred until next year 


Such a plan, according to board mem- 
~ ber Michael Houghton, would consider 
raffic, parking, and the possible cre 


ation of a ‘‘transition area’’ that is, a 
buffer zone in which-business uses would 
be limited to protect neighboring homes

Personnel Post To Be Filled 


A new administrator to oversee town 
and school employees is scheduled to 
start work in Andover on May 19. 

The position, which carries a salary of 
between $25,000 and $30,000, is being ad 
vertised locally. Andover won state fund- 
ing to cover part of the personnel 
manager's salary this February when 
some $34,000 was awarded from the 
state’s Incentive Aid Program, a $1.5 
million grant program which was de- 
signed to foster better management of 
town and school administrations. The 
town requested $44,800 but was not grant- 
ed the full amount 

The state funds must be used over 
three years, in decreasing percentages. 
This year 75 percent of the award, or 
some $25,500 may be used to pay the per- 
sonnel salary. The remaining funds, 
should the salary run over the lowest ad- 
vertised salary of $25,000, will be paid 
evenly out of town and school budgets, 
explained Kenneth R. Seifert, superin- 
tendent of the town’s schools.’ 

Seifert and Town Mahager Kenneth 
Mahony will supervise the personnel
